We dedicate this history to the youth of Glendale that they may know some of 
the history of our church То appreciate our church today, we need to lean 
‘of the devotion, struggles and victories of our predecessors. А more detailed 
‘account of our earliest years сал be found in the booklets printed fer our 25th 
d 30th anniversaries of 1923 and 1948 algo in the Annual Report Booklets 
milmeographed during the past years... EWA. 


The Glendale United Methodist Church of Everett, Massachusetts is cele- 
brating, in 1973, the 75th anniversary of its organization as a church directly 
responsible to the New England Conference. Until organization February 11, 
1898, we had an assistant pastor under the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Everett. The earliest Methodist services in the old Chapel had been held on 
March 4, 1894, and a Sanday School started one week later. The Chapel, 
seating 200, faced Walnut St. where our present Chapel is located. This little 
wooden structure had been built in 1882 (facing Ferry St. before Walm 
was cut through, then moved.) by the Glendale Union Christian $ 
which had been organized on January 1, 1870 “to provide and maintain а 
place for public worship of Ged, in that part of the town of Malden, called 
Glendale, to consist of persons who are members of or in sympathy with the 
following denominations, and none others, vir. Episcopalian, Methodist, 
Baptist, Trinitarian Congregational, Second Advent.” A Sabbath School had. 
been started in July 1867 by the Ү.МСА. of Malden in the old Glendale 
District School (on the present location af Glendale Tower.) 

Both GLEN and DALE mean a small valley, which describes our loca- 
tion Once rural, the Glendale district was being built rapidly. Soon the 
little Methodist Chapel was not large enough for the congregations or the 
Sabbath School. Under the Rev. Joseph Shepler, our first fulltime pastor. 
No. 153 Glendale St. was purchased for a parsonage, abuiting land on Ferry 
St. purchased, and a wooden church was built and dedicated in 1905, with 
seating capacity of 300, Sunday School classes in the vesiry, separate rooms

Boy Scouts of America, founded in 1910, bad Troop 1 at Glendale 
Methodist and since then has trained dozens of boys in this community to 
“Be Prepared”. А Girl Scout Troop was chartered around 1916 and mai 
tained continuously to this day. During our years of greatest growth, 
evangelistic services were held annually, worship services on Sund 
ings and evenings, prayer meetings on Tuesdays and Fridays.

annually, we have never been without a minister. (see Pastoral record in 

this book.) During the past quarter century we have had four ministers. 


THE REV. HARRY Р, FOLGER, JR. came here in 1947 with his wife, 
Margaret, and their three children — Harry Ш, Thomas Arthur and infant 
JeanAnn. That summer, a group of our men converted the room off the 
Sanctuary into a minister's Study, redecorated several rooms in the parson- 
‘age, and, led by Кан К. Anderson and Charles Squires, painted all the walls 
in the sanctuary, chapel and stairways, accomplishing, a $3,000 renovations 
project for less than $500. Later, other rooms in the building were painted 
without any charge for labor. “А new oil burner was installed and the 
driveways were hot-opped. 

Beginning on Christmas Sunday 1947, our choir wore new robes of 
royal blue with white stoles, Mra. Margaret Folger was a Junior Choir 
Mother and active in the ۷۵۲۹ where she helped to organize the Ethel 5. 
Baxter Circle, also sponsored the Susannah Wesley and Elsie Thistle Circles. 

Rev. Folger was a keen executive, meticulous about detail, yet with a 
fair for the dramatic. He enjoyed happy celebrations and descriptive bro- 
chures, Our official church photographers were Harold Bruce and Bernard.

In 1953, we gave Rev. Folger six weeks’ leave of absence to travel to 
Europe and the Holy Land as recipient of Charles E. Stowell Fund of New 
England Conference. He made a slide lecture which he showed to religious 
and fraternal groups. Leaving Glendale in 1954, Rev. Folger held pastorate 
in Winthrop and Malden Centre. He died on November 19, 1965, at 58, after 
an illness of several months. Mrs, Folger and son Harry now, live in Melrose. 
Thomas and Jean-Ann are both married. 

It vas in memory of Rev, Harry P. Folger that our Oficial Board voted 
in December 1965 to rame 308 Ferry Street “Folger House” in gratitude for 
his leadership in freeing us of debt and for his foresight in urging our pur- 
chase of this property. 

THE REV. RANKLIN P. FRYE, his wife Agnes, and grown sons 
Franklin and Donald came to Glendale in 1951 from First Church, Rochester, 
N.H. Their daughter Alice, wife of Rev. Philip Crane, lived in N, Н. Quiet 
d sincere Christians, the family endeared themselves to Glendale. Mrs. 
Frve taught Sunday School, was Junior Department Superintendent, active 
in the WS.CS. and the devoted wife of Rev, Frye who ofien expressed his 
dependence upon her. Donald developed a fine baritone-bass voice as he 
studied music. Frank enjoyed gym sports with young аш. 

During summer of 1954, financed by the W.SCS., men of the parish 
redecorated the parsonage interior, and the Frye family held Open House. 
Later, а new bathroom was installed and new furnishings purchased. In 
1956, 16 men painted the parsonage, labor free. 

Hurricanes dropped torrential rains, flooding, our gym eight inches deep. 
Insurance helped, but later the buckled gym floor was removed, a 3^ con 
crete floor spread, tle squares laid, and an electric floor polisher purchased. 
Officials agreed with Rev. Frye that “ме should bring our Church building 
and its equipment into the excellent condition this fine House of God deserves 
and the rendering of oar best possible service to Christ requires" А Church 
Renovations Fund Campaign directed by Chase Associates was launched in 
1956 to raise $50,000 which was over-subseribed by weekly pledges for a 
three-year period іп aldition to regular pledges. As money came in, wih 
George Ericson, Treasurer then and for 15 years, the work was done! roof 
repaired, new gutters installed, exterior waterproofed, glass repaired and 
trim painted. The sanctuary and chapel мее professionally painted pastel 
Bue and реле. colars chosen hy Mrs. Marie Eriesen-and Decorating Con.

Chimes Committee, to 
Bishop Lord on April 26, 1959 when the renovated Sanctuary and Chapel 
were reiedicated.

THE REV. RAYMOND E. SPEARS and wife Ida came to Glendale 
November 1961. Не had served as Methodist minister also World War ПІ 
and prison chaplain, Conscientious and unfailing in his commitment to the 
Christian ministry. he found joy in helping all kinds of people with humility 
and compassion. During his 6% years here, he visited every home in the 
parish once а year. calling on shut-ins once a month, in hospitals every week. 

The final mortgage on Folger House was burned in March 1963. Thus, 
ош Church was mortgage free and in 1965, had $4,700 in its treasury! Rev. 
Spears tried to spread the Church work among more people and there was 
a tremendous amount of voluntary work done. Two Sunday morning wor- 
ship services were until 1963, then one at 10:30, and a crib nursery 
equipped. Church membership varied from 631 to G98, Rev. Maurer con- 
tinued as Associate Minister until his death in 1965. Youth Pastors were 
Frank Williams, John Weeks, Richard Е.

Jack George and Tom Tout. We had а good Chancel Choir and large Chapel 
Choir, and Nancy Beard. now Mrs. Richard King, had two cantatas а year. 
1n 1966, Mise Nancy Crandall had а Cherub Choir. Mrs. Clara Huestis. 
Camic, substitute organist and pianist, died in 1962. 

Mrs. Spears, an energetic person and great humanitarian, was President 
of Мокен Memorial Women's Auxiliary, succeeded by Мен. Frank 
McDewell. Mrs. Spears was President of the W.S.CS. for one year. Mrs. 
Mary Е. Jenkins, Church School Superintendent [г 8 years, was alo Vice 
President of the Lynn District W.S.CS., then President for 4 years. Frank 
Batchelder, 25 years Charge Lay Leader, was succeeded by William E. 
Cooper. Mrs. Marion MacDougall sent Christmas packages annually to our 
boys in the Armed Forces. 

‘The vacant first Boor of the Folger House was converted for church use 
— the front room for Pastor's Study, the rear room for а Secretary's Office. 
The remaining rooms were furnished as a meeting room and kitchen for us 
by groups of up to 20. 

Dedication of new platform furniture in 1963 included chairs in memory 
of Henry Ё. Washington, Norman Sheppard, Janet Mercer, and Girl Scouts. 
Mr. Wolter Humphrey donated а wood pancl above the communion table, 
also made this.

Doors to the choir loft matching the panelling and the beautiful large pulpit 
were given in memory of Mrs. Winifred Krueger and Mrs. Roy Davis. Roy 
also donated landscaping at the entrance and foundation of the church. The 
Renovations Fund financed the building of front steps with thick blue stone
